T feems the Folly of our Oppofition to the Treaty 
of Commerce of France, is feen with other Eyes 
abroad than at home: As we cannet fo plainly 
difcern here,what is obvious to every Eye there; 

fo they have been willing to:communicate to the MER- 
CATOR fome of their Obfervations for the Publick 
Good: And what they have faid of this Part is fo rea- 
fonable, that-ic could not be omitted. Perhaps when 
our Oppofers feeyhow they think of thefe Things 
abroad, they may be moved to confider, of it a little 
more ferioully. Withfome of thefe Letters we fhall fi- 
nifh this part of the Queftion. -

SIR, 


“ I Have heen fome Years a Merchant inthis Town, 
« # though Iam a Native of England. It is with no 
“ finall Aftonifhmentghat we read the Arguments made 
“ ufe of in England againit your Trade hither, efpeci- 
“ ally that Part of it relating to the Woollen Manufa- 
“ Gure. The French ‘Merchants fmileywhen they read 
“ fome of your Enelifh Papersywhich fpeak of making 
“the Enelifh Woollen Manufaétures in France; and 
“ one of then jefting with me the other day, Monjizur, 
& fays he, your Country-men are migity willing to have ws 
“ be thought better able for our Manufatlures than we are; 
& it ¢s too true, that we can do them but little harm. that 
may : byt if it were othernife, they deferve but il of their 
“ Conntry that fay ir. Methinks it fhould be Frenchnzen 


& thor fLould fay that. It founds but very barfbly out of 


“ the Moath of a BRITISH MERCHANT, to tell the 
© Wirld ye can ou'ds you in your own Manufatiures. He 
« would be feat to the Galliesthat fhould att fuch a Part 
“ bere, and would very well dejerve it, There was too 
« much Truth in what he faid, to bear any Anfiver : 
“ YT could only fiy to him, 1 hat there were Enemies to 
“ the Publick Good in all Nations; the Difference Jay 
“ only here, that in England the Government punifhed 
“ People lefs than they deferyed, and in fome Countries 
“ they punifh’d too much. 

“ But the Reafon of my writing to you at this time, 
“ is to let you know, that the Woollen Manufactures 
“‘ of England are not fuch ftrange things here as you 
“ jmagine, and that we have very great Cuantities now 
“in Town, and from hence they are fent to all thefe 
« parts of France, and to Paris itfelf: And this has been 
« done two ways; 1. By running them on fhore clande- 
“ flinely, as you may fee expreft in a Letter fent from 
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“ hence to England on another Account: This has been 
“ the eafier to doyby the great number of Ships loadext 
“ with Corn and Coal, which we have had from Eng- 
“ Jand fince the Peace, in all which we had Woollen 
“© Manufactures brought privately,and run a-fhore with- 
“out paying the Dutiés; which the Farmers of the 
“ Cuftems perceiving, they thought it their beft way to 
“ treat with the Merchants for fome Abatement of the 
“ Duries, which they now generally agrce to at about 


& 25 per Cent. lefs than the full Dury, and {> admit. 


“ privately great Quantities of Englifh Goods, infomuch 
‘chat you may now buy what Cuantities of Broad 
“ Cloths, Spanith Cloths, Serges, Perpers, Stockings, 
“ Stuffs, and other Woollen Manufagtures you pleafe 
“ in this place, almoft as openly as at any Town in 
“ Flanders: And though ir is true, that the Duties are 
fill fo high as makes them dearer than French or Fle 
“ mifh Goods; yet none, that can go to the Price of 
“ Englifh,will meddle with the other. I have juft now 
« received on fhore 32 Spanifh Cloths, which had gi- 
“ yen Commiflion to buy in London, and am forward- 
‘¢ ing to Paris. If rhofe People, who ate fo warm 
“ againft this Trade, wereto be here one Month, they 
“ would be of another Mind. In a word, Ifthe Trea- 
“ty of Commerce goes on, and the Englifh Woollen 
« Manufactures are brought into France upon the Foot 
“ of the Tariff of 1664, the Manufa@turers of France 
‘ will all break and be undone.

<“ WE have fome Papers of yours and others fent 
sc over from England,as occafion of Shipping 
“ prefents; and we are amazed to fee,how fome of your 
es People talk about the French Trade, as prejudicial to 
« England. The.Merchants here fay thofe People are 


“ bribed by our Manufaéturers of Anjou, Languedoc, 


‘© and other Parts; for they fpeak their Language ex- 
“ adly, only with this Difference, that thefe fay tle 
“ Treaty of Commerce will ruin our Manufaétures, ard 
“ your People fay ic will ruin yours: Bur how thefe 
“can confiit, is what no body in the World can ac- 
“ count for: It is mof certain, the French Manuta‘tv- 
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& rers ate in the greateft Confternation imaginable; for 
“ they know, if the high Duties of 1667 and 1687 are 
“ taken off, and the Englith Woollen Manufactures 
“¢ are admitted on the Foot of the Tariff of 1664, they 
« fhall be effectually ruin’d; and even as it is now, the 
“ Quantity of Englifh Goods is fo great, which are 
“ brought in by the Englith, bute efpecially by the 
« Dutch and Flemings, that ir has funk the Manufa- 
“ étures of France to a.very great degree already. Ir is 
“ true,that the ordinary People will make fhift with 
“ their own light and coarfe Stuffs ; but. you are fure 
“ of three forts of People to be conftant Buyers too 
“ of the Englifh Goods: 1. All thofe,who, to hu- 
“ mour their Fancies, will buy Englith Cloth, becanfe 
“¢ it is dear and foreivn; for we have that humour here 
“ for Englith Cloth, &c.. juft as your People have for 
“ French fafhions. 2. All thofe »who will wear what 
“ is very fine and good, tho’ dear, thefe buythe En- 
© glifh Spanifh Cloth, for nothing in France can corte 
“ near toit. 3. All thofe middling People,who will 
“ buy,what is Strong and Durable, tho’ lower “aes ;

& gland of the Quartels raifed at the Treaty of 
“ Commerce with France, we that are Englifh Mer- 
*¢ chants are furprized very much, and cannot under- 
“ fland it: Wefeein it a manifeft Advantage to En- 
“ sland, and great Difadvantages to France many 
“ ways; efpecially fecing great Duties are to remain 
« upon French Goods fenc to England, and no Duties 
“to be put upon Englith Goods fent to France, all 
“¢ the French Duties being to ceaie, except thofe of the 
“ Tariff of 1664. The French People here fay the 
“ Englifh are mad; and they are in great Hopesyyour 
* Whigs will carry it, and throw out the Bill: This 
< feems very particular, that the Whig-Party thould be 
« {o efpecially earneft, for what is fo much to the Ad- 
“ vantage of thefe People, for whom they have fo 
“ ‘known an Averfion; but J perfwade my felt, the 
“ Peoplewho act thus,are deficient in the Knowledge 
“ of the true State of the Trade, and what the Tariff 
© of 1664 means. Jt is wonderful to us,that you
